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EPUTATION is the moſt valuable of all

to an honeſt Man, than that of any other Pro- 
perty : No Pains, no Labours can be eſteemed 
too great to purchaſe that valuable Acquiſition 
to retain it when acquired; or to recover it 
when loſt. Every Injury, every Wound in- 
flicted on that tender Part, muſt be moſt ſen- 
ſibly felt, and nothing but a thorough Con- 
ſciouſneſs that ſuch Injuries, ſuch Wounds are 
undeſerved, can ſupport an honeſt and feeling 
Mind, under ſo great a Misfortune. 


After having gone through Life with (I hope) 
an untainted Reputation, it was my unhappy 
| Lot 
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Lot to have it wounded by Hands, from whom 
I little ſuſpected ſuch an unmerited Attack; 
and on an Account, which I could not have 
thought afforded the leaſt Cauſe. For ſome = 
Time I have been the Butt of Cenſure, artful- . 
ly pointed at me; the Stores of Scurrility have | 
been drained to furniſh. Ammunition to attack 
my Character; and thoſe who have been 
diſappointed in their golden Hopes, have been 
taught to look upon me as the Cauſe of their 
Diſappointment. 


For a while I bore, with fome Serenity, the 
Shafts of Slandor, the Stings of Reproach, 
and the Outrage of Malice: Armed in con- | 
ſcious Innocence, I diſregarded the Efforts of | 
Malevolence, and hoped that the groundleſs "14 
Falſhoods propagated againſt. me, would fink, 
for want of Foundation; (and I am certain | 
they would have dropt, had they not been | 
continually propped up by private Pique) ; but 
I can no longer remain ſilent under a Load of 
accumulated Wrongs, leſt my Silence ſhould 
be deemed an Acknowledgement of the foul [ 
Charge, and that I was unworthy of Reputa- : 
tion, by being regardleſs of it. 


At length I fit down to lay before the impar- 
tial Public a Vindication, which I eſteem my- 
ſelf happy that I am enabled to offer from 
unconteſtible Proofs.

Reaſonings, but ſtubborn Facts; Facts, which 
cannot be argued away by Sophiſtry, nor de- 
nied by the moſt hardened Effrontery. I ſhall 
ſhow that I abſolutely was not, nor even could 
have been guilty of what has been baſely laid 
to my Charge; and when what I now offer, 
has been read by the Eye of ' Candor, I am 
certain of finding an ample Acquittal from

It is well known that the Laie for erect- 
ing Steeples to the Churches of St. Mary and 
St. Thomas, did not anfwer the Expectations 
of either the Managers or the Adventurers ; 
that there were great Deficiencies found in the 
Funds; and that many who had the good For- 
tune to have their Tickets drawn Prizes in the 
three ſeveral Schemes of the Years 1770, 1771, 
and 1792, had the ill Fortune of not being 
able to get the Money to which they thereby 
became entitled.

That I ſhould be named as the Cauſe 
of the Deficiencies which occaſioned their Loſ- 
ſes; that I ſhould be accuſed as a Stealer of 
the public Money, on no other Ground than 
the Whiſpers: of thoſe very Men who muſt. 
know the Falſhood of their Charge, is the Height

of Baſeneſs; it is that Baſeneſs I am now to 
develope; it is that Charge from which I am 
now to exonerate myſelf.

When I have proved theſs — Facts, 1 
ſhall proceed to take a retroſpective View of 
ſome of them, make ſome pertinent Remarks 
thereon, and conclude with fome Obſervations 
on the Depoſitions made on Oath in the Veſtries 
of March 30, and April 3, 1775; as alſo before 
a Committee of the Houſe of Lords. 


In the Courſe of this Vindication, . I have 
two Circumſtances to encounter, which are 
highly diſagreeable to me: One is, that I ſhall 
be obliged to make Uſe of ſome Names which 
are vety reſpectable, particularly that of Mr.

On, that Day, Mr. Brice called on 
me,. before he went to the Office, and expreſ- 
ſed great Uneaſineſs at the Lowneſs of the 
F unds, which, be thought, muſt have been cauſed: 
by ſome great Errors or Miſtakes, He added, 
that he was determined to act no longer, and 
requeſted me to aſſiſt in caſting up the Numeri- 
cal * that the true Amount of the out-

Demands, an 
Inventory was taken of the Caſh and Notes, 
in the Cheſt ; the whole of which amounted to 
only 31261, 138. 3d. which, ſuppoſing all the 
Securities to be good, was 3241. 168. 7d. h. leſs 
than the Total of the Demands ; but the De- 
ficiency appeared ſtill greater, when the Ma- 
nagers noted down bad Debts to the Amount 
of © 2680l.

The stconD Fact is,“ That I was, in no

Receipts and Dyſourſements of Money, during that 
Period, were in other Hands, ” and conſequently 
1 cannot be _chargeable for any Part of that 
large unaccounted-for Deficiency. 

T have before obſerved that all the Receipts

and Payments, prior to the roth of June, 
1772, were managed by Meſſ. Brice, Grant, 
and Murray ; that they were fo, is undeniable; 
and I had no other Share in the Management of 
the general Affairs, than in occaſionally afliſtingg 
with other Managers, and the Regiſter, on 
the Arrival of the Numerical Books, in count- 
ing the Prizes, and the Amount of their Value, 
previous to their being paid to the Holders; 
and they were always counted a ſecond 
Time, and examined again by Mr. Grant, to 
prevent any Miſtakes. As a farther Proof of 
this Aſſertion, I ſhall ſubjoin a Copy of a Let- 
ter from Mr. Grant to me, dated May 9, 1772s

When I attended, at the Deſire of Mr. Brice, 
on the roth of June, 1172, and fo great a 
Deficiency appeared ; that Gentleman threw 
up his Key of the Iron Cheſt, and declared 
he would act no longer. He then quitted the 
Room, and went out. Mr, Heath and I, fol- 
lowed him as far as Eſſex-bridge, (leaving Mr. 
Murray in Poſſeſſion of the Cheſt, then open) 
and endeavoured to perſuade him to return, 
but could not, When Mr. Heath and I came 


back, and before we went to the Committee 
Room, 


Room, we thought proper to call Mr. Bayly, 
as a Notary, and have an Inventory made out, 
in his Preſence, by Mr. Murray, the Regiſter, 
of what Funds remained, to anſwer the De- 
mands of the outſtanding Tickets, (amount- 
ing to 34511. 98. 10d. h.) By this Inventory, 
now in the Hands of Mr. Alderman Tucker, 
the Fund amounted to 31261. 13s. 2d. where- 
of 171.

When Mr. Brice receded fon the Maa 
ment on the 1oth of June 1772, on beholding 
the bad State of the Funds to anſwer the De- 
mands of 1170 and 1771, there was a third 
Lottery on foot, which could not be expected 
to fill whilſt the former Prizes remained unpaid; 
All the Managers were ſeverally ſummon- 
ed to meet the next Day. Moſt of them 
atterided, as did alſo the Rev. Dr. Paul and 
the Rev. Dr. Law. At that Meeting it was 
conſidered how the Credit might till: be kept 
up. It was agreed to ſacrifice the Advantages 
reſerved for the Steeples, and ſubſcribe for 
large Lots of Tickets for the Current Lottery 
of 1772, making early Payments, to raiſe Mo- 
ney for the unſatisfied Demands. Accordingly, 
Mr. Brice laid down 1061. 5s. od. for am entire

When Payment was finally ſtopp'd, the for- 
tunate Adventurers began to clamour againſt 
the Managers. Sundry anonymous Cards were 
publiſhed in the Papers, calling on them to ac- 
count for the Money. And, as they were then 

C unacquainted 
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unacquainted with the Cauſes of the Stoppage, 
they began to inſinuate ſome Miſmanagement. 
Yet no Suſpicions fell on me, diſtin& from the 
others. However, to clear ourſelves in the 
Eyes of the Public, and give them full Satisfac- 
tion, Mr. Murray, the Regiſter, was ordered to 
make out an Account of the Loſs the Scheme 
had ſuſtained, by unſold Tickets; and alſo a 
general Account for Publication, and Mr.Grant 
was requeſted to make out another, for greater 
Accuracy : And whilſt theſe Accounts were 
preparing, Mr. Brice, Major Waring, Mr. 
Heath and myſelf made Afﬀidavits, that there 
had been no Embezzlement or Miſapplication 
of Money, to. the beſt of our Knowledge. 
Theſe Affidavits were made public: That of 


Major Waring in Saunders's News-Letter, of 


Nov. 3, 1773; and mine and Mr. Heath's, on 
the Day following, in Faulkner's Journal.

One of theſe Things then muſt 


be true: Either I was Guiltleſs, and Mr. Grant 


knew I was ſo; or, he then ſwore falſely, which 
I will not ſuppoſe he then did. | 


The rourTH Fact I alledged is, That the 


Increaſe of Deficiency at the cloſing of all Payments 


was but 80g l. 15s. 1d. above the Deficiency 
when the Management was in other Hands,” Ta 


prove this, needs nothing more than a ſlight Re- 
ference to What has. been already proved. It 
has been ſeen that on the Tenth of June 1772, 
when Mr. Brice gave up his Key, there was a 
Deficiency of 3, 160 l. 9s. i d. h. on the two 
firſt Lotteries: And it has been alſo ſeen, by 
Mr. Grant's Account, that the whole Deficiency 
was 3,965 1. 48. ad. h. on the three Lotteries ;

My FIFTH Aſſertion &* that the Cheſt i in which 
the Caſh and Securities were depoſited, never came

under my Charge till June 177 3, ſtands upon the 
concurrent Knowlege of every Manager; to all 
and every one of whom J can appeal, that it 
was removed to my Houſe at that Time in Con- 
ſequence of their united Requeſt; and until 
then it ſtood in Mr. Bayly's Office, in Eſſex- 
ſtreet. | 


That, 81xTHLY, neither before nor after that 
Period, I bad ever any Acceſs to what it (the 
Cheſt) contained, but in the Preſence of others, has 
been proved, by my own Affidavit, and by my, 
Agreement with Mr. Heath, that the ſaid Iron 
Cheſt ſhould not be opened but in the Preſence 
of one or more -other Managers, who did not 
poſſeſs Keys. And, tho' it has been induſtri- 
ouſly reported, that Mr. Heath hath declared 
he was one Day called to the Caſtle, and lefr me 
with the Cheſt open, yet when that was mention 
ed to that Gentleman, when examined on Oath 
the 3d of laſt April, he would not ſwear pofi- 
tively, but only that he believed ſuch an Occur- 
' rence happened. And alſo, when I aſked him 
before the Veſtry, the firſt Day of this Inſtant, 
Auguſt, in the Preſence of twelve of the Mana- 
gers, if he could tell what Day he had left me 
with the Cheſt open, he replied, No. I agatn 
aſked him, if he could tell the Week-—the 
Month-—or the Year? To each of which Queſti- 
90 ons, 
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ons, he anſwered in the Negative ; which plain- 


ly proves the Gentleman was miſtaken in his 
Belief; as alſo when he ſaid (on the ſaid Firſt, 
Inſtant) that it muſt have been when he and I 
were paying Prizes, as it muſt be well known, 
no one Man could pay Prizes, and check them 


off at the ſame Time. 


Vague and undetermined as this Evidence 1s, 
it is made, by bad People, the Foundation of 
a Charge againſt me of a _ moſt heinous 
Nature, though ſuch Evidence would 
not ſtand for aught in any Court of Ju- 
dicature in this or any other Kingdom; or even 
if the Facts were admitted, does it follow that 
I muſt have ſeized that Opportunity, to pil- 
fer the Tickers, Caſh, or Securities lodged in 
that Cheſt ? I could not have done it before 
the 1oth of June, 1772; for, till after that 
Day, I had no Key. Had I done it prior to 
June, 1773, why was nothing miſſed out of 
it when the Inventory was taken by Mr. Mur- 
ray, at my receiving it into my Poſſeſſion : And 
had any Thing been loſt between then and the 
15th of November following, would it not 
have appeared in Mr. Grant's State of the 
Scheme ? But his State, his Oath before the 
Lords' Committee, and the Affidavits of three 
teſpectable Gentlemen, fully exculpate me 
from the Charge. And permit me to obſerve, 


that Mr, Heath's Affidavit proves he had no

Suſpicion. of any Embezzlement, even though 
what he believed concerning his having left the 
Cheſt, had been an abſolute and . determined 
Truth. No; all Deficiencies, prior to No- 
vember, 15, 1773, were accounted for by 
the State of the Scheme, examined by the 
Managers, and that there has been any fince 
that Date, has never yet been aſſerted; this 
will be made more apparent by my Proof of

John Clark, one of the Committee, and aſk- 
ed him, if he had heard any Story relative to 
Mr. Minchin; he replied he had heard it moſt 
infamouſly ſpoken of; I then begged of him 
to come to my Houſe, and I would clear up 
that Matter.

I ſhall defer any Remarks on theſe Depo- 
fitions, till I have laid before my Readers 
thoſe which were made in another Veſtry, on 
the n Eg; April 3, 1775. 


Mr. GRANT: depalaih as follows: 


I. That the Holders of Tickets, being un- 
eaſy, on account of Diſappointments in Pay- 
ment, applied to ſeveral of the Gentlemen 
who had been concerned in the Management; 
which induced ſome of them, particularly Mr. 
Waring, Captain Heath, and, he believes, 

NS. - Mr. 
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Mr. Brice, to make and publiſh voluntary Af- 
fidavits, with a View to exonerate themſelves, 
In Conſequence thereof, Mr. Cloſſy informed 
him, he would do the like, which he adviſed 
him againſt, alledging that he thought it un- 
manly, as well as inſufficient to ſatisfy the Pub- 
lic; as nothing but a fair ſtated Account ought 
to effect it; for it was an eaſy Matter for Gen- 
tlemen, conſcious of their Innocence, to ſwear, 
and yet the Public could get no Information as 
to the Impotence of the Managers to ſatisfy 
their Demands. Therefore did inſiſt, that Mr. 
David Murray and Mr. Cloſſy ſhould make up 
the Account. Nevertheleſs, Mr. Clofſy did 
make and publiſh a voluntary Affidavit. 


II. That he ſtill preſſed for an Account, and 
offered his Aſſiſtance to facilitate it. They 
ſeeming at a Loſs how to proceed, he directed 
them, as Mr. Cloſſy poſſeſſed the Books, to 
meet at his Houſe, and examine the Mate- 
rials with Accuracy, put the Abſtracts on Pa- 
per, and when ready, to bring them to him, 
and he would endeavour to methodize them, 
for Publication. 


III. That ſome Time in November, 1773, 
they laid before him the printed Schemes, a liſt 
of Prizes then outſtanding each Year, and 
alſo a Lift of Caſh, Bills, and Notes, as the 
Whole

Whole of the remaining Funds. To digeſt 
* theſe properly, required a frequent Attendance, 
(to aſk ſuch Queſtions as might occur) to Mr. 
Cloſſy, whom he conſidered as the principal

IV. That when he had finiſhed the Account, 
Mr. Murray and Mr. Cloſſy examined and ap- 
proved of it, and he gave it to them for Pub- 
lication, on the 13th of the ſame Month, and 
it appeared ſoon after in the Hibernian and 
Freeman's Journals, underſigned, David Mur- 
ray. 


V. That ſome Months after, there appeared 
ſeveral Eſſays in the Hibernian Journal, calling 
on the Committee of the whole Managers, 
jointly and ſeverally, to defend the Charges 
therein mentioned, particularly againſt David 
Murray and Mr. Cloſſy, whom the Author had 
abuſed with Severity, &c. 


VI. That thoſe Publications had ſuch an Ef- 
fect on Mr. Cloſſy, that he came to this Depo- 
nent's Houſe, in the utmoſt Diſtreſs; and ex- 
preſſed the ſame, as to his Wife and Family, 
whoſe Peace of Mind was greatly diſturbed ; 

and begged this Deponent in the moſt impor- 
tunate Manner to accompany him to Mr, Mills, 
Printer of that Paper, in order to fatisfy him 
of the Injuſtice of theſe Charges.

That he never faw the Bill-book, ſince 
he ſaw it at Mr. Cloſſy's. 


Having ſtated theſe Depoſitions, the intelli- 
gent Reader may eaſily obſerve ſome ſeeming 
Inconſiſtencies therein. I would be far from 
aſſerting, that either Mr. Grant or Mr. Murray 
ſwore any Thing but the Truth; but when there 
appears manifeſt Contradictions, not only be- 

G 2 tween 
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tween their Evidence and mine, but between 
each other, and themſelves, at different Times; 
there ſurely can be no Harm in reminding theſe 
Gentlemen of them, in afking them a few plain 
Queſtions, and hoping they will give ſatisfacto- 
ry Anſwers to the Public; for, as to myſelf--- 
I am already ſatisfied where the Truth lies. 


Mr. Grant fays, in his firſt Depoſition, (Pa- 
ragraph 1.) That the Account publiſhed Nov. 
15, was a juſt and true Account, and taken by. 
him, from the Books and Accounts belonging to 
the Scheme, kept by the Managers.— And in 
his ſecond Depoſition, (Par. 2. and 3.) he de- 
clares, that he offered his Aſſiſtance to make 
out the ſaid Account, which he did from the 
printed Schemes, a Lift of Prizes then oulſtanding 
each Year, and alſo a Lift of Caſh, Bills, and 
Notes, as the Whole of the remaining Funds, 
which were abſtracted by me and Mr. Murray 
from the Books in my Poſſeſſion. And Mr. 
Murray declares, in his Depoſition, (Par. 4.) 
That Mr. Grant did not know of the Deficiency 
when he made out the Account for Publication, 


How far a Man can undertake to ſwear to 
the Extent of another Man's Knowledge, I 
leave to Mr. Murray to anſwer. How far Mr. 
Grant can reconcile his Aflertion, in Paragraph 
1. of is ſirſt Depoſizon, with his Aſſertions, in 

js Paragraphs 
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Parsgraphs 2 and 3, of his ſecond, leave um 
to determine. I have depoſed, (Par. 2.) That 
I defired Mr. Grant to make out the Account, 
not that he of himſelf offered to do it-—and 
that I furniſhed him with Materials, viz. The 
Inventory of Bills, Notes, and Caſh in Hand, the 
Bill-Book, and the Covers which contained the 
Sales of Tickets for the Year 1772. Beſides, if 
Mr. Grant had not made out the Account from 
the Books and Accounts themſelves, he doubtleſs 
would not have ſworn that the publiſhed” State ; 
was a juſt and true one, both before the Houſe 
of Lords, and the Veſtry ; ſince, if it had been 
compiled only from Abſtracts furniſhed to him 
by Mr. Murray and myſelf, he could not have 
been ſure, without Examination of the * 
neſs of thoſe Abſtracts. 


Mr. Grant, in the ſaid Depoſition (Par. 2.)

I would beg to aſk, Where does this Account 
of Debtor, Creditor, and Balance appear ?

There the 
whole Deficiency, reckoning all good and bad 


_ Debts, Caſh, real Loſſes, and every Thing, 


amounts to 39651. 45. 2d. h. What then has 


| ſunk it to 29041. 9s. 4d. h.? What has liqui- 


dated the Sum of 10601. 15s, od.? I am 
rejoiced that the Deficiency has leſſened near 
Eleven Hundred Pounds, between November 
1773, and March 1775, and doubt not but 
the Public will congratulate Mr. Grant on this 
uſefulDiſcovery---if he makes it appear. 


Mr. Grant and I differ in our Depoſitions re- 
lative to a Tranſaction concerning two Prize 
Tickets, one of 1501. and another of four 
Guineas. He ſays, that I propoſed a Colluſion 
reſpecting thoſe Tickets, to ſhare the Amount 
between us, as a Recompence for our Trouble 


and Loſſes; that he ſearched, and found one to 


be a Ticket returned. by Capt. Bunbury, and 
that acknowledged I had pilfered them out of 
the Cheſt, when Capt, Heath's Back was turn- 


ed. That I took away the Prizes, but left the 


Amount of them with him, returned a Day or 
two after, and took one Moiety of the Money, 
and that he kept the other Half to pay himſelf 
Part of a Balance of 1231. he had loſt by the 
Death of one Gerrard Firman, of Cork. This 
is Mr. Grant's Account, and I muſt ima- 
gine, that when he gave it, he laboured 

8 under 
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under ſome Kind of Abſence of Mind; as I am 
fure he cannot wiſh to have it beheved, as it 
would be greatly againſt both his Honour, his 
Integrity and Conſcience, to have the World 
convinced that, after I had confeſſed myfelf 
guilty of a Fraud, he would partake of .the 
Fruits of it; that, after I had propoſed a 
Colluſion, he would profit by an Advice he 
deteſted. No, ſurely : When he had found 
theſe were returned Tickets, one of 'which had 
come back. from Capt. Bunbury, his known 
Probity would not haye concealed the Fraud, 
or have divided the Booty. He would certainly 
have acquainted the reſt of the Managers, and 
not, after this, have gone about to' proclaim my 
Innocence, and clear my Character, when at- 
tacked by Memmius. 


Beſides, I have another Reaſon for ſuppoſing 
this Story to be the Effect of Abſence of Mind. 
The Plea on which he ſays he retained the 9 51. 
and two Guineas, namely, to reimburſe a Loſs 
by Mr. Firman of Cork, is a very poor one, 
and can have no Concern with the Scheme. He 
muſt recollect, that in October, 1773, he told 
me, that he had aſſigned that very Bill, or Note, 
of Mr. Gerrard Firman of Cork, to Mr. Per- 
kins, Agent to Henry Thrale, Eſq; towards 
ſatisfying a Debt to that Gentleman for Porter. 
And ſhould he forget this Converſation, I can 

remind 
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remind him of it, by ſome | Notes on 
a Letter from Mr. Thrale, which, as it con- 
tains private Matters, of no Concern to the 
Scheme, I ſhall not make publio; moreover z 
what has private Loſs in 1771, to do with the 
Lottery of 1772 ? * 


| On the whole, I believe it will be admitted 
that my Account of this Affair, given already 
in Paragraph IV. of my Depoſition, is right. 


Under the ſame Abfence of Mind, Mr. 
Grant ſurely was, when he ſwore (Paragraph g, 
Depoſition 2) that I told him I would ſwear on 
any Occaſion, contrary to what might be urg- 
ed againſt me. Since I could not be fo loſt to 
common Prudence (if I were to common Ho- 


neſty) to make ſuch a Declaration; and if 1 


had Mr. Grant's Integrity, would have forbid- 
den his having any Feeling, or ſome Regard for 
me; and he would not have declared to Mr. 
Mills, that he was not only /atisfied himſelf of 
my Innocence, but could ſatiꝗy the Author 
of Memmius, alſo. E 11. 


On Mr. Murray's Depoſition, I have only 
to remark, when: he ſwears (Paragraph 1) that 
he never availed himſelf to the Amount of Six- 
pence, of the Steeple Scheme, that that Aſ- 
ſertion required ſome Qualification; Fifty

Pounds Salary for the firſt Year, and eight 
Pounds for each of the two laſt Years, was 


certainly worth more. than Six Pence. Be- 
ſides, 


This Gentleman's Story about the 20 Guineas 


worth of Tickets, ſeems to want Perſpicuity; 


I pat them in his Hands, one Day, promiſed 
to explain the Reaſon the next Day; he carried 
them to his Wife, and kept them till he was 
going to. be examined before. the Houſe of 
Lords; then, that very Morning, without hav- 
ing ever aſked or received an Explanation from 
me, as if he was willing to clear his Hands 
and his Conſcience, both together, he returns 


them to me, after having been ſo very clever, 
as to take down their Numbers on the Back of 


the Summons ; though the Numbers when com- 
pared with the Numerical Books, do not a- 
mount to Twenty Guineas worth. After the 
Examination before the Houſe of Lords, and 


after my Return from England, he wants 


them again in Part of a Demand of 36l. 8s. od. 
and then ſays, he called me Villain, becauſe I 


could not recollect a Tranſaction that never k 


happened. 


All this is rather extraordinary ; it appears 
a disjointed Narrative, that does not hang to- 
gether, or ſeem to have any Connection. Why 

H ſhould 
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ſhould I give Mr. Murray a Parcel of uncancel- 
led Tickets? (for ſuch he ſays they were). It 
could not be to conceal them; for ſurely they 
would be as much hidden in my Houſe, as in 
the Hands of Mr. Murray's Wife: It could not 
be as Payment ; for he ſays, when he demanded 
them as ſuch, I denied I knew any Thing a- 
bout them, Beſides, as he had taken the Num- 
bers, and it ſtruck him they were deſigned to 
come in a ſecond Time, how could he de- 
fire them in Payment of Part of his Demand, 
unleſs he alſo deſigned to bring them in a ſe- 
cond Time, without which they could be of no 
Value, 


But Mr. Murray ſays, (Paragraph 7) after he 
had been examined before the Houſe of Lords, 
he demanded Payment of me, of 361. 8s. od. 
for Tickets he had taken in as Prizes, as I had 
received 3ool. in Colebrooke's Notes, for the pur- 
poſe of paying Prizes, There Mr. Murray will 
give me leave to rectify a Miſtake. I did not 
receive the Notes for that Purpoſe. I received - 
them on the 21ſt of January, from Meſſ. Heath 
and Grant, as appears in the Hand-writing of 
them, and Mr. Murray, for Payments I had 
made, not for any I was to make, as ſhewn be- 
fore (Page 20). And accordingly I told Mr. 
Murray fo, and that he would be pay'd out of 
the next Money collected in, as he was in 
March, 
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March, 1175, out of 701. recover'd of an En- 
dorſer of Mr. John Milliken's Note. But Mr. 
Murray left in my Houſe, 20 Guineas worth of 
Tickets, as by his own Endorſement thereon, 
againſt Colebrooke and Co.'s Note for the like 
Sum, which he had in his Hands; and for 
which there ſtill remains a Voucher againſt him, 
until the ſaid Tickets are examined, and can- 
celled by the Committee, as uſual. 


I muſt here beg my Reader's Pardon for 
having treſpaſſed ſo long on his Patience; I wiſh 
my Abilities had permitted me to have been 
more conciſe; but they did not; and I could not 
avoid being thus circumſtantial. However, I 
ſhall conclude, after I have anſwered one Queſ- 
tion, which will now be naturally aſked. 


W hence comes it, that Mr. Grant, who thought 
you ſo White and /o Innocent in April, 1774, ſbould 
think you ſo Black and Culpable, in March and 


April, 1775 ? 


In my Reſolution of this Queſtion, I am dif- 
agreeably obliged to deſcend to mention a pri- 
vate Tranſaction, which I ſhould not bring for- 
ward to the Face of Day, if I could any other- 
wiſe account for the ſettled Pique and Reſent- 
ment which that Gentleman ſeems to have 
againſt me; and which I conccive to be the 

true 


Lo 


true Motives of his ſeeming Change of Senti- 
ment-—a ſeeming Change, I ſay ; for I cannot 
concave, but in his own Breaſt he till acquits 
me of any Miſdonduct; and I am confident, if 
he would permit the little Jaundice of Spleen to 
ſubſide, he would be as ready to defend my In- 
nocence, have /ome regard for me, and give way 
to his Feelings, as heretofore. 


On the 19th of October, 1773, Mr. Grant 
came to me, and ſaid he was much preſſed by a 
Captain Randall, for Freight due to him, and 
ſhould be glad if I would let him have 304. 
I replied, I had not fo much Caſh, but I had a 
Bill of 145 l. due that Day, out of which, if he 
would ſend his Clerk ſor the Money, he might 
take the Thirty Pound. I gave him the Bill, 
and calling ſome Days after, for the Remainder 
of the Caſh, I found, inſtead of 30 l. he had 
made uſe of 74 l. 14 8. 6d. for which he gave 
me his I. O. 


As this Sum was rather too large to have long 
out, on ſuch a ſlight Acknowledgement, I fre- 
quently preſſed him for the Money, but for 
feveral Months could not get it : at length, on 
the 28th of July, 1774, nine Months and nine 
Days after the Money was lent, he ſent me the 
following Note, by which I found he was much 
diſpleaſed at my preſſing him.

* Mr. Grant's Compliments to Mr. Cloſſy; 
he call'd twice at Mr. Cloſſy's this Day, but was 
* unlucky in not meeting with him. As Grant 
* wiſhes to have all Accounts between them 
* finally ſettled ; requeſts Mr. Cloſſy will draw 
* out the Items of his Account, for the Purpoſe 
of being diſcharged To-morrow. 

* Thurſday, July 28th.” 


I ſaw Mr. Grant that Day, gave him the Ac- | 
count, which, as there wereſome other Demands, 
amounting, to 221. 78. 7 d. made the whole 
1001. 2 8. 1d. which he paid me, with a Re- 
ſentment, which I fear has continued ever ſince. 

* And this is the only probable Reaſon which I 
can give for hisChange of Sentiment in reſpect 
to me; as I am poſitive nothing hath happen- 
ed ſince April, 1774, in regard to the Lottery 
Affairs, which could poſſibly occaſion it.
